ORDNANCE NOTES.

Reports received at the Navy Department from 
the Government Inspectors at the Carnegie Steel 
Works, at Homestead, Pa., show that the armor 
plate manufactured there for the new naval ves- 
sels is quite as good as any turned out by the estab- 
lishment before the lockout of last summer. The 
plate has stood all the severe tests prescribed and 
men are working nightand day to fulfil the con- 
tracts. Testa of the armor for the Monterey were 
pagSeclaty successful. Itis said unofficially that 
nferior armor plate made in the Carnegie Mills, 
which the locked out men claimed had turned out 
badly because of the ignorance of the new non- 
union men, was really heated and rolled in the 
mills prior tothe inauguration of the lockout, and 
while Amalgamated Association workmen were 
runping the works.

F. Smith, late professor Army Veterinary School 
reports as to effects of the Lee-Metford bullet, that 
when the shaft of a bone isstruck atany range 
from 50 up to 1,000 yards the results are appalling, 
the wound of exit is eften large enough to readily 
admit all the fingers of one hand. He says: “I 
have known 5* of bone to be carried completely 
away when hit at 900 yards, and dropped several 
feet behind the target; in one case a large piece was 
missing from a fracture, and I have no doubt in my 
mind that it was carried into the butt some thirty 
feet to the rear. Up to 200 yards, no matter where 
a bone is hit, it is pulverized, over 200 yards the pul- 
verizing is limited to the shaft of the bone, whilst 
its extremities are bored. I doubted the existence 
of this boring power until it was proved experi- 
mentally. The view I have expressed of the pul- 
verizing effect of this bullet at short ranges is borne 
out by the recent experience of the French in Da- 
homey. The graphic description given by the 
French correspondent of the ‘ mass of human jelly’ 
is still fresh in our memories.” 


The Secretary of War has submitted an estimate 
to Congress for $50,000 for gun and mortar batteries 
and in connection therewith the following state- 
ment from Gen. Casey, Chief of Engineers: ‘ The 
latest approved projects for defending the coasts of 
the United Staves against attack by a hostile naval 
force contemplate the use of vertical fire from rified 
mortars. The attack delivered by this ordnance is 
upon the decks of vessels, and is one of the most 
dangerous that aship can receive. The projected 
defences of the harbors of our coasts contemplate 
the construction of emplacements for 2 inch rifled 
mortars, and of these emplacements forty-eight are 
pow approaching completion, and during the com- 
ing working season will need but the construction 
of platforms to render them ready to receive their 
armament. The armament will consist of mortars 
and their carriages. Of these carriages twenty will 
be ready next September. More than that number 
of mortars will be ready. The estimated cost of 
construction of twenty mortar platforms 1s $50,000. 
At present no modern ordnance is in position in any 
fortifications of the United States. Itis unneces- 
sary to urge the importance of mounting such ord- 
nance as itis manufactured and the fortifications 
re completed for it.’

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PRESIDENT-ELECT CLEVELAND, by attending the 
funeral at Fremont, Ohio, of his predecessor in 
office,bas very properly rebuked the ghoulish spirits 
who are executing a war dance around the open 
grave of Rutherford B. Hayes. There is no need of 
the charity that follows the dead to save his mem- 
ory from reproach. He was a brave and skillful 
soldier; a patriotic and able executive in vivil office; 
a high-minded, honorable and kindly Christian 
gentleman. It was his fortune to be associated with 
events in our political history that must be left to 
the future for unprejudiced judgment. Those who 
criticise bim for his part in them have never yet 
undertaken to show how he could logically do dif- 
ferently than he did under the actual circumstances 
of the time. He gave the country a clean and hon- 
est administration and, partisan controversy apart, 
he won the respect of all who knew him, and who 
consider his career in the spirit of fairness and jus- 
tice. General Hayes was the Commander-in- Chief 
of the Military Order of the Loyal Legion, and his 
companions of that order will mourn bis loss as that 
of a comrade and friend. If nota statesman of the 
highest order of ability, he was one who gave to 
the country such ability as he had in conscientious 
devotion to its interest, in the field, in the forum, 
and in the Cabinet of State. The War Deparcment 
was represented at the funeral services by General 
Breckinridge, Colonel Corbin and;Colonel Ruggles, 
Assistant Adjutants General, and Colonel Luding- 
ton, A. Q. M. General. An Executive Order was is- 
sued directing the Executive Mansionand Exeou- 
tive Departments at Washington to be draped in 
mourning and flags placed at half staff for thirty 
days, and that on the day of the funeral all pablio 
business in the departments be suspended, and that 
suitable military and naval honors under the or- 
ders of the Secretaries of War and of the Navy be 
rendered on that day. The Navy Department sent 
Captain Howell and Commanders Dickins and 
Houston to represent it. 


Tuer Army andthe country at large will hear 
with deep regret of the sudden death at New York 
City, January 14, 1893, of that gallant and? accom- 
plished soldier, worthy gentleman, and genial 
friend of all with wrom he came in contact, Brevet 
Major General Rufus lngalls, Brigadier General, U. 
8. Army, retired. He had complained of dizziness 
in the head for some time past, but had otherwise 
been well. A. hall boy entering his room at the 
@rand Hotel about1 P.m., January 14, found him 
dead on the sofa. The deceased officer was born in 
Denmark, Me., August 23, 1820, was gruduated from 
the Military Academy in 1848, and promoted to the 
Rifles, and soon afterwards transferred to the lst 
Dragoons. He served in the Mexican War and re- 
ceived the brevet of 1st Lieutenant for his gallantry 
at Embudo and Taos. In 1848 he was appointed 
Captain and Assistant Quartermaster. When Col. 
Edward J. Steptoe’s expedition across the conti- 
nent started he accompanied it, and from 1856 to 
1860 was on the staff of General Harney, who was 
at Fort Vancouver at the time of theSan Juan 
affair. In April, 1861, he was sent to reinforce Fort 
Pickens, and in July was ordered to duty with the 
Army of the Potomac. On September 28, 1861, he 
wasappointed aide-de-camp to General George B. 
MoClellan, with the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, 
and on January 12, 1862, was madea Major in the 
Quartermaster’s Department. In July, 1862, he was 
made Chief Quartermaster, Army of the Potomac, 
which office he heid until June, 1864, and was then 
detailed Chief Quartermaster of the Armies oper- 
ating against Richmond, Va. Inthe meantime he 
had been appointed a Brigadier General of Volun- 
teers. How General Ingalls performed the enor- 
mous duties devolving upon him during the event- 
ful struggle is a part of the nation’s history. His 
promptitude in meeting the many trying exigen- 
cies that he’ was called upon to face was remarka- 
ble, and few men whose duty it was to clothe, feed 
end transport thousands of men at all seasons and 
under varying and exacting conditions ever began, 
and completed their work with such dispatch and 
thoroughness as did General Ingalls. For his dis- 
tinguished services he received brevets from Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel to Brigadier-General in the regular 
establishment and the brevet of Major-General of 
Volunteers. After the war he rose through the sey- 
eral grades untilon February 28, 1882, he was ap- 
pointed Quartermaster-General with the rank of 
Brigadier-General. On July 1, 1883, he was retired 
upon his own application, having served forty 
years. After retiring he gravitated between New 
York City and Oregon. He was a close friend of 
“ Ben” Halliday, and was made guardian of Halli- 
day’s two ohildren by his second wife, Esther 
Campbell,in 1886. He was much attached to the 
children, and when the Campbell family, after a 
long litigation, took them away from him in 1801, 
he felt it keenly. The remains were taken to Wash- 
angton and interred with mulitary honors in the 
Arlington Cemetery. The pall bearers were: Gen- 
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BEOCENT DEATHS. erals MacFeely, Holabird, Perry, Batchelder, Saw- 


telle, Gibbon, C. H. Smith, Baird, Saxton, Flagler, 
Parke and Greely. General Ingalls was a warm 
friend of General Grant. On the latter’s tour 
around the world he, while in conversation with 
John Russell Young about the prominent men of 
the war said: “Wehada good many menin the 
war who were buried in the staff and did not rise. 
There is Ingalls for instance. Ingalls remained 
Quartermaster of the Army of the Potomac and 
did a great work; yet you never heard his name 
mentioned as a general. Ingallsin command of 
troops would, in my opinion, have beeome a great 
and famous general. If the command of the Army 
of the Potomac had ever become vacant I would 
have given it to Ingalls.”

The listening with apparently no 
monstrance to the loud mouthed clamors about th 
sins of the line has become oppressive and grier 
ous. More, the public are thus schooled in 
erroneous opinion. A result was seen during th 
Steel and Wild trial. Hardly a newspaper i 
this country had a word to say in defence of th 
Army’s general habits. There was a general hoy! 
from one end of the land to the other. Thi 
would not have been so had the public not bea 
fostered in the belief that we needed missionary 
ing.” 

If it was not clear to us at the time, it is nov 
that the Army has been betrayed in the house ¢ 
its friends. Instead of facing boldly the ignorant 
public opinion that condemned it, and condemne 
it unfairly, an attempt has been made t 
present it in such a light as to silence crit. 
icism. This is impossible, as the result shows, 
for Army methods and Army ideas are not under. 
stood abroad. Military men have their faults un- 
doubtedly, but even their virtues assume the guise 
of faults in prejudiced judgments. 

The administration of Mr. Proctor was largely 
occupied with reforms which did not in all cases 
take sufficient account of the genius of the mili- 
tary service. An officer whose letter is before usas 
we write, says concerning this: 

“Asaresult of the three years and purchase ot 
discharge acts, the Army is filled with boys who are 
not old enough to know what they wantor what 
they need. They cannot be disciplined in time of 
peace, because, asa result of the above mentioned 
acts, we haye no old soldiers left on whom we are 
almost entirely dependent for discipline. These 
boys are enlisted largely in the farming districts of 
the West where every man is as good as another 
and in his own -opinion very much Letter. In the 
section of the country where they grow up, there 
is no social distinction and they naturally bave no 
respect for the rank and authority of their officers, 





But the principal object of these acts was to reduce 
desertion, which, during all ages and in all countries, 
has been regarded as a high crime. Instead of hold- 
ing men responsible for their crimes, and severely 
punishing them, acts have been passed which make 
it nearly impossible to establish such responsibility: 
Soldiers should not be allowed to purchase their dis- 
charge. The term of enlistment should be four 
years, and desertion should be severely punished. 

G. O. No. 738, 1892, is in the right direction, but i 
does not go farenough. Admonitions administered 
to enlisted] men are useless. In localities where 
there are almost no ‘indulgences and privileges to 
withhold, the order becomes inoperative. [f the 
War Department bad not Court-martialled Lieut- 
Steele, had not printed A. R. 999 and par. v., G. O. 
No. 21, 1891, there would have been no need of G. VU. 
73. It is not company commanders who are respon- 
sible for the present condition of discipline. If this 
order had gone on and stated that ‘a drunken man 
may be confined without trial,’ ‘a foul mouthed 
man placed under a hydrant,’ etc., and that ‘officers 
will be supported by higher authority as they are 
in the Pennsylvania Guard,’ the number of sua- 
mary court trials would soon be diminished and 

discipline soon restored. 

** Another vicious and illegal move was skeletoniz- 
ing cavalry and infantry. It was admitted that io 
kicking us a mistake was made, and te rectify it we 
were kicked again and given the {ndians. We are 
ready to admit the benefit to the Indian, but the

If the 
War Department wants a true reform, let them 
abolish the full dress and give us a simple service- 
able uniform of cadet gray. To do this sentiment 
must beignored. A color good enough for cadets is 
good enough for the Army.” 

We publish this letter because it undoubtedly ex- 
presses opinions prevailing in the Army and that 
should be considered. One service we seek to do 
through the JouRNAL is to discover as far as possi- 
ble what the sentiment of the Army actually is as 
to various matters concerning its interests. This 
cannot always be learned at headquarters, and it is 
well that the lusty growls that do not find their way 
into official reports should have some medium of 
expression, and what better one than this? ‘‘Out of 
a full heart the mouth speaketh,” and speech is 
often times a relief, even though it go unheeded.

the Continental Army, including many officers of 
the militia, showing date of rankin each grade, all 
brevet commissions, all cases in which thanks, 
swords or honors were conferred by Congress, in- 
formation as to dates and localities when and where 
officers were killed, wounded, captured and ex- 
changed, and in many cases dates of death of offi- 
cers after leaving the Service. It will also give a 
chronological and alphabetical list of battles, ac- 
tions, etc. Mr. Heitman has peculiar facilities for 
preparing such a work, and we hope his enterprise 
will receive the encouragement that it deserves, 

A Gerald correspondent suggests that Congress

It 
is now said that the bill will come up on Tuesday 
next, but,as the Military Academy bi!l is alsoawait- 
ing action, the reorganization bill may ~gain be 
erowded out. Mr. Outhwaite, however, has prom- 
ised that the bill will be reported from the Com- 
mittee in eome shape, -nd as he usually keeps bis 
promises, the bill will in all probability get on the 
calendar before the close of the session. With less 
thaw forty days of the session — and the 
usual scramble between the committees for action 
on their respective measures, not to mention the 
backward condition of the appropriation bills, the 
rospects of its final passage, however, are net par- 
cularly encouraging. The only hope for it lies in 
the success of the Military Committce in getting a 
day or night session for the consideration of meas- 
ures reported by it. Thus far the Committee on 
Rules, which is practically the steering committee 
of the House, has not recommended the days so 
much desired. 

The House Naval Committee has not yet suc- 
ceeded in getting another day for the consideration 
of naval measures, in the place of the one hitherte 
granted but lost by reason of the adjournment vn 
account of the death of Senator Kenna. Chairman 
Herbert, however, ng | expects this favor from the 
Committee on Rules. If the day is granted, the Rev- 
enue Marine transfer bill will be among the first 
measures brought up for consideration. 

Consideration of the Naval Appropriation bill was 
commenced this week. Commo. Ramsay, Commo. 
Farquhar and Acting Chief of Ordnance Brummett 
were before the committee having it in charge this 
week explaining the estimates of their respective 
bureaus. The last provision of the bill relating te 
increase of the Navy, will not be considered until 
the latter part of next week, by which time the re-

The sub-committee of the Senate Appropriation 
Committee, ccusisting of Senators Allison, Stewart 
and Gorman, begun the consideration of the Army 
Appropriation bill this week. 

Secretary Elkins, Gen. Schotield, Gen. Flagler and 
Gen. Casey were before the Senate Appropriation 
Committee on Thursday last in connection with the 
estimates for fortifications.

ADJUTANT-GENERAL A. H. EmBwier, in his annual report 
for the year ending November 30, 1802, states that the total 
stren of the brigade is 3,112 officers and men, a gain of 
100. Eleven companies of infantry have the maximum 
strength—8 officers and 65 enlisted men. Thirty companies 
bave a membership of 9) per cent. or better,of the maxi- 
mum. The machine-gun platoons, bospital corps and signal 
corps maintain fu)l membership of excellent material, 
Gen. Embler notes with pleasure that the new system of 
drill was entered upon with ardor and intelligence, and 
most satisfactory results, The Military Examin Board 
report that: “* Officers, as a rule, have a very know- 
ledge, of a general nature, about company and battalio 
movements, but when questions were asked as to details, 
there were,in the majority of cases ‘ali atsea.’ For ex- 
ample: Question 11, ‘length and cadence of step in quick 
time; in double time; short step; side step; k step; step 
of pivot man in column of fours.’ Several of the officers 
made answer that ‘there is no short step in deuble time,’ 
but few of them knew the length and pplication of step of 
pivot man in column of fours. Many did not know the dis- 
tinction between the terms‘ distance’ and ‘interval,’ ‘ploy’ 
and ‘deploy,’ etc. Few could correctly explain the move- 
ments necessary for ‘load,’ the position of the feet, of the 
bands, of the arms. The positien of the left band, par. 19, 
drill regulations, was the rock over which many stumbied. 
Not one could correctly give the commands of captains, at 
the command of the major, ‘Fire by company, three, volleys, 
commence firing, par. 207, drill regulations. Those officers 
who were good on company and battalion movements were 
generally good on extended order drill, but when it came 
to the guard manual there showed a lamentable lack of 
study; only four officers were marked maximum on ques 
tion 30. * Officer of the :day, of the guard, how detailed, his 
duties,’ pars, 44-04, guard manual. But very few could re- 
peat *xeneral orders proper,’ for a sentinel, par 170, guard 
mapual,and a few knew how to properly instruct a sen- 
tinel on post; of course Pot, when they could not repeat 
‘general orders proper.’"’ The board recommends “that 
more attention be paid tothe matter of official communi- 
cations,” etc.

Tue National Guardsman has some very sensible 


remarks on the subject of the instruction in guard 
duty in the National Guard. It oriticisés the dis- 
position shown by some Men whea on guard to ren- 
der life a burden to other sentinels for the purpose 
of extracting a little fun from their discomfiture, 
Asa rule officers who visit the posts at nicht are too 
much in the habit of “ propounding perplexing 
problems.” 
“It isnot the way to teach a man to be aler’, 
watchful and cautious, by seeking to catch him nap- 
ing, or by setting trapsfor him. Puzzling pro 
ems should be solved in the armory and not on 
post, guard duty should be made aserious verform- 
ance, and sentinels should never be trified with. 
They should be madeto feel their responsibility 
that they are posted eta particular point for a 
specific pur , and should not be diverted from it. 
An Army officerjwho visite a guard at night will ask 
the sentry,‘ what would you duvif I were to ask 
you to give me your piece?’ [f the answer is right 
or wrong, he will next inquire, ‘why so?’ If there- 
ply be correct, he is told so without compliment; if 
wrong, he is put right without reprimand for his 
ignorance. Another fault lies with our officers 
who are in the habit of stuffing the sentry so full of 
instructions in a single lesson that his mind is on 
the verge of congestion. The regular soldier, while 
he is fully informed as te all the multifarious de- 
tails attend the duty of guards and sentinels, 
does not acquire them all at once. They have come 
to him ually, a little to-day, more to-morrow, 
and atthe end of a few months, with perhapsa 
dozen or fifteen tours of guard duty, he has proba- 
bly learned them all. The National Gu 
has a tour of guard duty once a year; what he has 
learned this year he has probably forgotten the 
next, and it must be learned all over again; perhaps 
he bas been promoted in the meantime to a non- 
commissioned officer, and has a new set of instruc- 
tions and enlarged duty. Guard duty should be 
taught in the armory during the wiater and spring; 
uards should be mounted, sentinels posted, and re- 
lieved, the rounds exemplified, etc., etc., and all 
this by gradual instruction, so that when the sold- 
ier goes to camp he has merely to put his lessons 
into practice.”’
